The American public, not 
only during American Education Week, but 
throughout the year must made rec- 
ognize the true merit and achievement 
the Catholic school system. This can 
accomplished best through 
public-relations program. Public relations, 
carried most Catholic secondary 
schools, involves many individuals, groups, 
and agencies. The “publics” with which 
the Catholic school deals most may 
grouped under five headings, according 
Brother Louis Faerber, dean the 
school education the University 
Dayton.

Relations With the Chancery and 
Superintendent Schools 


Brother Faerber lists seven conditions 
which should hold with reference this 
relationship. mention them with comment 
which seems appropos: 

should work harmony with the 
ecclesiastical authority. 


Ecclesiastical authority should re- 
garded friendly; cordial relations will 
strengthen this friendship. Periodic invi- 
tations for appearances graduation ex- 
ercises, open houses, and special 
assemblies, should extended the arch- 
bishop the superintendent schools.

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The School Lunch Program 
the Archdiocese Cincinnati

AUGUST 17, 1946, the late Most 
Rev. John McNicholas, Archbishop 
Cincinnati, sent letter all pastors 
requesting them, wherever possible, in- 
troduce the Federal School Lunch Pro- 
gram into their schools. One the ques- 
tions considered was whether each 
school would administer its own program, 
whether central office would direct and 
supervise the administration diocesan 
basis. was soon decided that, the pro- 
gram were include any considerable 
number schools, would feasible and 
even necessary have central office 
administer and supervise the program. 

After the decision was made, Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Carl Ryan, superintendent 
parochial schools the Archdiocese 
Cincinnati, appointed Miss Mary Layne 
supervisor the program. Miss Layne, 
who for some years had been professor 
health and physical education the 
Teachers College, Athenaeum Ohio, and 
the same time taught the Cincinnati 
public schools, resigned her position with 
the public schools become supervisor 
school lunch for the archdiocese. 

This same letter from the late Arch- 
bishop outlined four-point policy gov- 
ern the operation the program ac- 
cepted: 

The program was administered 
diocesan-wide basis from the office 
the superintendent schools. 

All parish elementary schools main- 
taining lunchrooms were participate 
the program. This, course, was subject 
their application being approved the 
Department Agriculture. For the first 
year, least, the program would con- 
fined schools the elementary level.

The Central Office 

The first official notice from the central 
office was sent Miss Layne all pas- 
tors and managers giving the necessary 
information for correctly filling out appli- 
cations for contracts and make certain 
that individual school lunch operations re- 
ceiving benefits under the National School 
Lunch Act understood and carried out the 
contract requirements all its many 
phases set forth the agreement. 

The school lunch office was set 
handle the cash reimbursement program 
and administer the distribution sur- 
plus commodities. also prepared menus 
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for the schools, reviewed the record claims 
before sending them Chicago 
essed, distributed reimbursement checks, 
made administrative reviews programs, 
and sponsored training programs for man- 
agers and cooks. setting unified 
system, the supervisor had complete and 
up-to-the-minute record each school 
operation. 

The program under the direct 
tration the superintendent parochial 
schools now its sixth year opera- 
Miss Layne longer with the 
program, having resigned become Mrs. 
George Fischer, and the present writer took 
over the supervising post the summer 
1949. Under Mrs. Fischer’s careful su- 
pervision the lunch program had become 
integral part the school life the 
children throughout the archdiocese. the 
program has grown, more and more em- 
phasis has been placed upon the educa- 
tional aspects school lunch. With the 
growth community interest the pro- 
gram and with the increased emphasis 
placed nutrition, parents are assured 
that their children are taught what eat 
well what read. Pastors, principals, 
teachers, and parents are now seeing the 
tangible evidence the improved health 
the children which can attributed 
well-planned integrated school lunch 
program. 

Federal funds available have not kept 
pace with the number schools seeking 
become identified with the program. 
Perhaps this has stabilized the program 
and has effected comparatively slow but 
steady growth which

than funds available possible 
quire rather rigid adherence standards 
and thus raise the level the program.

Food Reimbursement 

Last year, due increase the 
number new schools admitted the 
program and the tremendous increase 
the participation each individual pro- 
gram, the funds set aside for the private 
schools the state Ohio were found 
inadequate. This necessitated cut de- 
creasing the subsidy for each lunch served 
from cents for Type cents for Type 
AWM without milk), and cents for 
Type to, some instances, and 
cents, and others, and cents. 
Each program was reviewed separately and 
reimbursement rates were set accordingly. 
The same reimbursement rate applies 
this year’s program. was unfortunate 
that cut had made this time 
with ever rising prices. Even with skillful 
management was particularly difficult for 
high schools, small schools, and schools 
serving low-income areas meet higher 
operating costs. 

This year, all programs, after having 
been reviewed carefully this office 
co-operation with the Chicago Office the 
Department Agriculture, National 
School Lunch Program, most instances 
were allowed slight increase meal 
charge help meet the constantly rising 
prices.

The answers the higher 
operating costs for all programs must 
found the more efficient use surplus 
commodities, skilled management, and in- 
creased emphasis nutrition education 
the schools that children will able 
develop more desirable food habits and 
better food acceptance. 

There were approximately 2,840,374 
Type lunches served during the past 
year, averaging about 18,214 meals per 
day. This year our records show ap- 
preciable increase over last year’s partici- 
pation. 

The school lunch program the arch- 


diocese big business proved the 
food purchased all the schools last 
these purchases reached total $543,- 
818.67. this amount $24,112.03 was 
spent for milk alone. The amount re- 
imbursements paid our schools from the 
Treasury the United States last year 
amounted $178,981.42. 


Direct Distribution Program 

Many program managers agree that 
would almost impossible keep their 
lunchrooms going without the gift 
surplus commodities received from 
Direct Distribution Program. 
creased amounts and kinds Surplus 
Commodities and the maximum utilization 
these donated surpluses help greatly 
effecting the meal charges and keeping 
costs minimum. 

The archdiocesan office direct dis- 
tribution center for the Cincinnati area. 
With the help truckers and ware- 
houses, distribute surplus commodities 
schools the School Lunch Program, 
and schools and institutions not 
identified with the School Lunch Program. 
The supervisor the program, after re- 
ceiving amounts and types commodities 
allowed this area, allocates schools 
and institutions each month, contacts the 
managers each program their 
needs and wants. This information then 
tabulated and sent the state office 
Commodity Distribution Columbus. 

release returned our office for 
amount requested; then the necessary ma- 


chinery set motion for distribution 


the schools and institutions. The distribu- 
tion surplus commodities schools and 
institutions the Dayton area carried 
the same manner. under the super- 
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vision Rev. Edward Connaughton, 
assistant superintendent parochial 
schools Dayton, Ohio. Nine schools 
located the northern part the arch- 
surplus commodities 
through the county superintendent pub- 
lic welfare their respective communities. 

Just what value the Direct Distribution 
Program has been helping reduce 
food costs can seen when compared 
with the actual market value these sur- 
plus commodity foods distributed the 
schools our archdiocese last year. The 
approximate market value surplus com- 
modities received last year the entire 
Archdiocese Cincinnati was $177,368.74. 


Training Program 


The personnel our school lunch pro- 
grami made pastors, teachers, 
dietitians, highly trained experienced food 
handlers, inexperienced cooks, civic-minded 
housewives, volunteer P.T.A. workers, and 
student help, the level experience gen- 
erally depending the size and scope 
the food operation. This factor alone pre- 
sents problem planning training 
program for school food service employees. 

These training programs and workshops 
are conducted specialists the fields 
sanitation, canning, and preservation 
foods, storage, baking, meat, fish, cost con- 
trol, and personnel training. 

have four one-day workshops each 
year and they are designed help in- 
struct and guide cooks and managers 
doing better job serving economic, 
attractive, nutritious meals. Then, too, our 
workers are advised through monthly bul- 
letins, menus, and new and special recipes 
sent out the supervisor school lunch. 
All these services, feel, keep 
gram from becoming static and not just 
“another feeding program.” 

One distinctive feature .is the over- 
whelming number volunteers recruited 
from the mothers groups the schools. 
The amount interest and time and ener- 
devoted the mothers and P.T.A. 
groups toward our program continues 
the outstanding contribution the na- 
tional program. This has been most im- 
portant factor cutting labor costs 
point where has been possible for the 
schools serve nutritious meals within the 
price range the majority the school 
children. The volunteer help averages four 
day which last year amounted 213,- 
234 man-hours per school year. The 
standard local price cents per hour 
for donated labor amounted the tidy 
sum $106,617.12. 

evaluating our archdiocesan school 
lunch program difficult assess direct 
values derived from eating the Type 
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lunch. However, rule, those children 
who regularly participate hot lunch 
which properly implemented class- 
room teaching, seem profit most. They 
become increasingly aware the values 
gained from eating some all types 
food each day and getting their daily 
supply milk, protein food, fruits, and 
vegetables. think that when school 
lunch integrated properly into the total 
school and community program, the total 
dietary and general health the child, 
and often that his whole family, seems 
improved.

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Report From Art Workshop 


THE questionable status art edu- 

cation calls for attention, then truly 
art workshops have reason for being. 
They provide concentrated program 
learning experiences which are both theo- 
retical and practical and thereby serve 
important means preparing teachers 
and leaders teachers with the basic 
training required for handling art prob- 
lems the classroom. 

Such were the objectives when art 
workshop for teachers was planned 
held Viterbo College this summer; and 
students’ needs and interest can gauged 
the number attending course, then 
the workshop was serving its purpose. 
Each morning and afternoon capacity 
crowd least people met the 
big studio for general session dealing 
with such topics the Christian philoso- 
phy art, understanding the child and his 
art, objectives art education, teaching 
methods and procedures, and the history 
art.

The long hours work- 
ing together the same problems and 
through similar difficulties, the opening 
new lines thought through the directed 
reading program, the lively discussions, 
and even the singing and praying together 
all tend change ideas, ideals, and per- 
sonal outlook.

Christians who penetrate all the sec- 
tors, all the aspects, all the institutions 
the modern world, witnesses Christ, 
carrying the doctrime the Church;

Nominating and Electing 
the President 


Sister Fridian, O.S.F., 


Isn’t the President the United States 
chosen directly the people? Why have 
presidential primaries popular candidates 
elected may voluntarily involuntarily with- 
draw from the race? Why should the candi- 
date for the most dignified office our land 
nominated the turmoil methods 
national convention political party? These 
and similar questions were hurled the writer 
teachers and students history during the 
past “convention season.” brief explanation 
the method nominating and electing the 
President the United States seems justified. 


Political Office 

First all, politicians, not the voters, de- 
cide who will run for the presidency and vice- 
presidency the United States every four 
years. The voters merely indicate which man 
those selected the politicians, they pre- 
fer for the first and second highest office 
the government the United States. 

Naturally, the President the head his 
political party and, such, has control over 
the party machinery. seems clear, then, 
that the nomination candidate the 
party office, now the Democratic, depends 
mainly the President. course, the Presi- 
dent has much right any other citizen 
name the next presidential nominee. 

the early history our country the 
nomination presidential candidates was ac- 
complished Congressional caucus. Soon 
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thereafter state legislatures began nominating 
candidates for the presidency. But the power 
nominating candidates too important 
assumed any small group. The caucus 
method was abandoned and new method 
for it. 


Choosing Delegates 


the states the delegates na- 
tional conventions are chosen politicians 
through state convention, which composed 
men and women representing each unit 
the party machinery the county, 
city, township, ward, and precinct. small 
group national and state party officials, the 
two senators, and the governor decide the 
presidential candidate for whom the delegates 
will vote the national nominating conven- 

the remaining states party primaries 
are held elect delegates national conven- 
tions. These delegates are expected vote for 
candidates approved their voters. This plan 
asking the voters express their prefer- 
ence the polls, and pledging the delegates 
accordance with such preferences, does not 
afford protection against political trading the 
national party convention. Situations may arise 
which delegation must free act. 
candidate may withdraw from the race his 
prospect being nominated may become 
hopeless. Then the delegation must free 
use its own discretion supporting someone 
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else. The fact that the states hold their 
maries various dates greatly impairs the 
effectiveness the presidential The 
results one state naturally influence the 
others. Likewise, not all candidates who hope 
have their names presented the 
tion are willing enter the primaries, There 
seems assurance that the use the 
presidential primary national scale 
result the nomination better 

One may often hear the question, “Why are 
territories and the District Columbia per. 
mitted send delegates the nominating 
convention?” Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
the Virgin Islands, and the District Colum. 
bia are accorded courtesy representation the 
national convention although they have 
part the final presidential election No. 
vember. 


Convention Procedure 

Many our readers have followed radio 
television the procedures the Republican 
and Democratic Coventions Chicago during 
July, 1952. shall, therefore, condense 
minimum observations these 
gatherings some 1200 delegates and their 
equally numerous alternates. The former are 
accommodated the front portion the 
great convention hall, grouped around placards 
bearing the names their states; the latter 
are seated directly back the delegates. 
the first day, the meeting called order 
the chairman the national committe 
who, after prayer has been offered, announces 
the list temporary officers agreed ad- 
vance the national committee. After the 
acceptance the convention this list, the 
temporary chairman proceeds deliver 
achievements and future opportunities. com- 
mittee then appointed examine the cre- 
dentials the delegates. (At this time, the 
heated arguments concerning the seating 
contested groups from several southern states 
both the Republican and the Democratic 
Conventions are still alive, and they may 
deed have some influence the balloting 
November.) After the report the 
tee credentials has been accepted, the per- 
manent chairman unburdens himself 
troductory speech and proceeds consider the 
party platform, which has been framed 
advance platform committee. 
“planks” the platform may give rise 
much change. Finally, the third 
day, the business item greatest interest 
reached; the chairman announces that 
nations for the office the President 
order.

other state. Thus Alabama may yield 
nois and the chairman the Illinois delega- 
tion will proceed nominate his candidate 
eulogistic address. The nomination then 
seconded, with further eulogy, two three 
delegates from other states. These nominations 
and speeches often take several days. The real 
struggles for the nominations are fought 
the hotel lobbies and the conference rooms. 
Here, well the dining rooms and bars, 
the noise battle sounds day and night, and 
after great deal vote trading, small 
number party leaders dictate the final 
choice the convention hall. The recent 
Stassen swing General Eisenhower the 
first ballot and the Harriman turn Governor 
Stevenson the third ballot illustrate this 
point. 


Vote for Electors 

After the nominating conventions are over, 
the state politicians draw their lists 
presidential electors, all whom are promi- 
nent local politicians and none whom may 
federal officeholder. When the people 
the polls November, they think them- 
selves voting for the President and Vice- 
President. They actually determine who shall 
fill these two high offices; yet, they vote only 
for the electors. If, after the State Election 
Board has received all the returns the 
from the various election boards, 
found that the Democratic electors have 
more votes than any other set 
electors, they assemble the capital city 
the state and cast their votes the first Mon- 
day after the second Wednesday December. 
The votes the electors never vary from the 
calculations which were made immediately 
after the November polling. 


When the electors have marked their bal- 
lots, and these ballots have been counted, 
certificate from each state immediately sent 
registered mail the president the 
United States Senate, who supervises the 
opening the certificates the presence 
both houses Congress. case tie, 
candidate has received majority 
the total electoral vote, the House Repre- 
sentatives proceeds choose President from 
among the three candidates who stood highest 
the electoral returns. this balloting the 
Representatives vote states, not indi- 
viduals. 

case the electors have failed elect 
tie, the Senate makes the choice between the 
two highest candidates, the senators voting 
individuals and not states. 


Voting States 

the President the United States were 
chosen direct vote the people, the can- 
didate receiving most votes would course 
elected, but this not always what hap- 
pens under the electoral college plan. 1888 
Harrison had sixty-five more electoral votes 
than Cleveland although the latter had one 
hundred thousand greater popular votes. Ironi- 
cally enough, 1884 fewer than 600 popular 
votes swung New York State’s electoral 
votes Grover Cleveland, and was these 
votes that made him victor over the Re- 
publican candidate. order obtain the 
complete electoral vote state, candidate 
needs only plurality the popular vote 
that state. Popular pluralities, matter how 
small, insure election. 

The President-elect inducted into office 
January following his election, and 
serves until January four 
Since February 26, 1951, when amendment 


the Constitution was ratified two-thirds 
the states, the President may serve only 
two terms. 


Democracy Action 

The days between the opening our 
schools September and the presidential elec- 
tion November are exciting ones because 
the intensive campaign the presidential 
and vice-presidential nominees. The national 
stage ideally set for the teaching “De- 
mocracy Action.” his acceptance speech 
before the recent national Democratic con- 
vention Chicago, Governor Stevenson ex- 
pressed eloquently that the campaign ahead 
should marvelous opportunity for uplift- 
ing, inspiring, and educating the people the 
United States. General Eisenhower has ex- 
pressed similar sentiments. the 
teachers our schools. make the most 
this opportunity. The students class 
social science methods taught the writer 
during the summer 1948, working out 
dramatization the Democratic national con- 
vention that year, have result, clear 
understanding the intricacies presiden- 
tial election and practical knowledge the 
work and functioning one our democratic 
institutions. 

Since the national nominating conventions 
occur too late the school year for class ob- 
servation, can and should bring them into 
the classroom the fall. Teachers interested 
staging national convention must remem- 
ber that the population our schools 
motley crowd pupils from families vary- 
ing political-party affiliations 
Therefore, the choice convention must 
left the vote the class. During the time 
preceding the dramatization the convention, 
teachers will study with their classes how 
conventions this kind originated, the na- 
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tional committee and its functions, the appor- 
tionment and selection delegates, the func- 
tions the four standing committees, their 
reports the convention, the vocabulary and 
parliamentary procedure nominating and 
balloting for the presidential nomination, and 
the like. The interest each and every pupil 
must enlisted. Nominating and seconding 
speeches must composed and their delivery 
practiced; pictures, banners, cartoons, posters, 
maps, graphs, and slogans must prepared. 
Indeed, there work for every pupil. 

Work this type teaches children not only 
how the candidates for the highest offices 
our country are selected but also how live 
and work with people who differ from us; 
prepares them for effective participation 
community projects. Pupils learn listen 
others, speak convincingly public, and 
preside public meetings with ease and 
grace. The dramatization national con- 
vention the assembly hall classrooms 
our schools, and the intensive study the 
campaign following the nominating convention 
provide invaluable type Americanization 
program areas where the influx aliens 
great.

This process reciprocal and sponta- 
neous teaching gets the big and little children 
into the habit working together things 
that interest them all, and thus helps build 
closely knitted society. 

“Learn teaching” would good motto 
for schools that follow the method adopted 
Maria Montessori elementary education.
